A  number  of  changes  in  this  year's 
Homecoming  program  will  eliminate 
conflicts  in  the  schedule  and  provide 
a  more  enjoyable  day  for  those  alum¬ 
ni  returning  to  the  campus. 

The  major  new  addition  to  the 
program  is  a  symposium  sponsored 
by  the  SJC  Philosophy  Department. 
The  symposium  will  be  casual  in 
format,  treating  the  human  use  and 
meaning  of  words.  It  is  open  to  the 
alumni  and  current  students,  and  the 
details  appear  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 
Alumni  planning  to  attend  the  sym¬ 
posium  should  check  the  appropriate 
box  on  the  reservation  form. 

Registration  of  returning  alumni 
will  not  be  conducted  at  Gaspar  Hall 
as  alumni  drive  onto  the  campus,  a 
departure  from  the  past.  Instead, 
students  will  be  on  hand  to  direct 
alumni  to  parking  facilities,  and  all 
alumni  will  be  asked  to  register  at 
the  Information  Center  in  Halleck 
Student  Center.  There  they  will  be 
provided  with  information  packets 
and  tickets  to  the  day's  events. 

Alumni  are  asked  to  make  reser¬ 
vations  so  packets  and  tickets  can  be 
prepared  in  advance.  Those  alumni 
not  making  reservations  will  then 
have  an  opportunity  to  purchase  their 
tickets  at  the  Information  Center. 

During  the  football  game,  the  SJC 
computer  will  print  two  lists,  one 
alphabetical  and  one  by  class,  of  all 
alumni  who  register.  The  lists  will  be 
posted  in  Halleck  Center. 

The  Homecoming  Parade,  sponsor¬ 
ed  by  the  SJC  Chapter  of  the  Blue 
Key  National  Honor  Fraternity,  has 
been  set  for  1  1  a.m.  The  parade, 
which  is  annually  publicized  by  the 
Indiana  Bureau  of  Tourism,  will  run 
through  downtown  Rensselaer  and  out 
to  the  campus.  Don  Blake  '73,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Blue  Key,  states  that  plans 
for  this  year's  parade  should  make  it 
the  best  ever. 


Starting  time  for  the  football  game 
has  been  changed  from  2  p.m.  to 
1:30.  Game  tickets  should  be  ordered 
in  advance,  and  special  sections  will 
be  reserved  for  members  of  the  re¬ 
union  classes. 

The  reunions  have  been  changed 
from  pre-game  to  post-game  in  order 
to  avoid  a  conflict  with  the  parade 
and  to  alleviate  the  congestion  at  the 
Happy  Hour.  Each  reunion  class  will 
have  a  special  area  in  Halleck  Cen¬ 
ter  reserved  for  its  exclusive  use. 

The  post-game  Happy  Hour  for 
non-reunion  alumni  will  take  place 
in  the  Raleigh  Room,  located  on  the 
lower  level  of  Halleck  Center.  This  is 
a  change  from  previous  years  when 
it  was  held  in  the  ballroom. 

This  year  the  ballroom  is  being 
reserved  for  the  Alumni  Buffet  Din¬ 
ner.  There  will  be  four  serving  lines 
open  to  alumni  continously  from  4:45 
to  6:30.  The  full-course  meal  will 
feature  roast  rounds  of  beef  carved 
to  the  customers'  satisfaction. 

After  dinner,  alumni  will  have  a 
chance  to  return  to  their  motels  or 
tour  the  campus  before  the  8  p.m. 
Mass.  The  Mass,  new  to  this  year's 
schedule,  will  be  offered  in  the  main 
chapel  in  remembrance  of  deceased 
alumni.  It  will  fulfill  the  Sunday  ob¬ 
ligation. 

As  in  the  past,  the  evening  dance 
will  be  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  of 
the  day's  events.  The  dancing  music 
has  been  selected  with  alumni  tastes 
in  mind,  and  the  orchestra  will  per¬ 
form  from  9  p.m.  to  1  a.m.  Alumni 
are  also  welcome  to  attend  the  stu¬ 
dent  dance  in  the  ballroom.

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Neu)  Motel  Complex  Opens  Near  Campus 


With  the  opening  of  a  new  motel 
near  Rensselaer,  the  problem  of  over¬ 
night  lodging  for  alumni  returning 
for  Homecoming  has  been  alleviated. 

Carson  Inn,  a  modern  102-unit 
motel  complete  with  a  cocktail  lounge, 
coffee  shop  and  dining  room,  opened 
in  mid-July  at  the  intersection  of  1-65 
and  U.S.  231,  six  miles  south  of  the 
campus.  Combined  with  the  facilities 
of  the  Star-Lite  Motel,  located  one 
mile  south  of  campus,  there  are  now 
over  120  motel  rooms  in  the  immed¬ 
iate  vicinity  for  alumni  staying  over¬ 
night. 


However,  returning  alumni  will 
probably  fill  both  motels  to  capacity. 
Early  reservations  are  therefore  defi¬ 
nitely  in  order.  Those  alumni  travel¬ 
ing  from  the  west  may  want  to  make 
reservations  at  motels  in  Kentland, 
and  motels  in  Monticello  are  avail¬ 
able  for  those  traveling  from  the 
east.

College  Marks  80th  Anniversary  of  Dedication  —  It  was  August 
1891,  and  friends  of  the  young  college,  some  arriving  by  horse 
and  carriage  and  others  making  the  trip  aboard  modern  trains 
powered  by  steam  locomotives,  gathered  on  campus  for  the 
solemn  dedication  of  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

The  State  of  Indiana  had  granted  the  Precious  Blood  Mission¬ 
ary  Fathers  a  charter  to  operate  a  college  two  years  earlier,  and 
thus  Saint  Joseph's  was  born,  first  as  a  school  for  Indians,  later 
as  a  high  school  and  junior  college,  and  finally  in  1936  as  a 
four-year  senior  college. 

The  poster  states  in  print  which  is  now  barely  legible:  "The 
newly  converted  Indian  boys  of  the  Rensselaer  Catholic  Indian 
Normal  School  will  chant  the  Latin  Dedication  Psalms."  The  presi¬ 
dent  of  Notre  Dame  University,  the  Very  Rev.  Father  Walsh,  de¬ 
livered  the  dedicatory  sermon. 

The  trip  by  rail  from  Michigan  City  took  more  than  three  and 
a  half  hours,  and  the  fare  was  $1.00.  It  was  really  Saint  Joseph's 
first  Flomecoming,  or  at  least  a  predecessor  to  what  has  become 
one  of  the  biggest  annual  events  on  campus. 

The  railroads  no  longer  offer  passenger  service  to  Rensselaer, 
and  the  Indiana  State  Police  frown  upon  horses  and  carriages  on 
the  Interstate  highways.  But  by  automobile,  the  campus  is  only 
90  minutes  from  the  Chicago  Loop;  a  little  more  than  that  from 
Indianapolis;  two  hours  from  Fort  Wayne;  four  hours  from  Toledo; 
four  and  a  half  hours  from  St.  Louis  and  about  two  and  a  half 
minutes  from  downtown  Rensselaer.  Last  year  people  came  from 
as  far  away  as  Dallas  and  Phoenix.  This  year,  why  don't  you 
make  plans  to  join  them? 


Alumni  Invited  To  Symposium 


Homecoming  can  be  more  than  a 
visit  to  campus  with  old  classmates 
and  friends.  It  can  also  be  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  alumni  to  stimulate  their 
minds  and  in  a  small  way  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  education. 

This  is  the  rationale  behind  a 
symposium  instituted  by  the  SJC 
philosophy  department  and  scheduled 
for  Friday  and  Saturday  of  Homecom¬ 
ing  weekend,  October  15-16.  The 
theme  for  the  symposium  concerns 
the  human  use  and  worth  of  words. 
Participants  in  the  symposium  will  be 
members  of  the  faculty,  current  stu¬ 
dents  and  alumni. 

The  symposium  will  consist  of  six 
one-hour  sessions,  four  on  Friday  af¬ 
ternoon  and  two  Saturday  morning. 
Each  session  will  open  with  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  a  short  paper,  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  which  will  be  introductory 
and  to  invite  comments  and  discus¬ 
sion  from  the  other  participants.  The 
sessions  will  be  largely  non-technical, 
and  the  mood  is  meant  to  be  relaxed 
but  serious,  informal  but  informed. 


All  alumni  are  invited  to  attend 
any  or  all  sessions  of  the  symposium 
at  no  charge.  Friday  and  Saturday 
morning  meals  may  be  purchased  by 
alumni  at  the  Halleck  Center  Cafe¬ 
teria  at  the  usual  rates.

BERNIE  LAREAU  '61  was  appointed  head  trainer 
of  the  Chicago  Bears  on  June  I  after  serving  as 
assistant  trainer  since  September,  1  970.  For  three 
previous  years  he  had  been  head  trainer  for  the 
Indianapolis  Pacers.  Lareau,  who  spends  roughly 
100  hours  a  week  treating  injuries  and  maintain¬ 
ing  medical  records,  says  it's  been  his  dream  ever 
since  1960  to  become  the  Bears'  head  trainer. 
During  1958-60,  while  still  majoring  in  account¬ 
ing  at  Saint  Joseph's,  Lareau  worked  for  the 
Bears  as  an  assistant  trainer  while  the  Bears  were 
in  summer  camp  at  Collegeville.  Two  other  SJC 
alumni  work  closely  with  Lareau  in  the  Bear 
organization:  Fred  Caito  67,  who  serves  as  assist¬ 
ant  trainer,  and  Bill  Martell  '65,  the  team  equip- 
ment  manager. 


G.  RICHARD  SCHREIBER  '43  became  the 
first  SJC  alumnus  to  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  College's  Board  of  Trustees  when  he 
was  chosen  for  the  position  in  1 970.

"Dear  Mr.  Stafford,  the  letter 
began.  "This  is  in  regard  to  my 
admission  in  the  fall.  Though  my 
desire  to  attend  Saint  Joe's  is  great, 

I  regretfully  say  I  cannot  attend  this 
coming  semester  because  of  my 
family's  present  financial  status. 

"I  thank  you  for  all  the  help  you 
have  been  in  trying  to  find  a  way 
for  me  to  attend  Saint  Joe's.  I  was 
really  surprised  at  the  attention  I 
did  receive. 

"I  haven't  given  up  hope,  how¬ 
ever,  on  attending  Saint  Joe's,  and 
you  will  probably  be  hearing  from  me 
within  the  coming  year.  I  am  deter¬ 
mined  to  go  to  Saint  Joe's,  and  I 
have  high  hopes  that  I  will." 

The  letter,  written  by  a  young 
woman  recently  graduated  from  high 
school,  was  one  of  many  received 
this  past  summer  by  William  Stafford, 
the  College's  admissions  director.  All 
the  letters  told  a  familiar  story  of 
students  canceling  their  applications 
to  the  college  of  their  first  choice 
because  they  could  not  afford  the 
cost  of  a  private  institution. 

Since  1  967,  tuition  at  Saint  Joseph  s 
has  jumped  40  percent,  from  $1250 
o  year  to  $1750.  Although  this  is 
below  the  national  average  for  pri¬ 
vate  colleges,  it  is  apparent  that 
many  students  and  their  families  can 
no  longer  afford  the  expense  of  a 
private  education. 

As  a  result,  the  College  is  taking 
steps  to  make  its  academic  programs 
accessible  to  more  students.  Early  in 
September,  at  the  recommendation  of 
the  new  acting  dean  of  the  College, 
Fr.  Bernard  Meiring,  Saint  Joseph  s 
adopted  a  Trustees  Scholarship  Pro¬ 
gram  which  offers  half-tuition  scholar¬ 


ships  to  those  students  in  the  top  1  0 
percent  of  their  high  school  classes 
and  who  score  1 200  or  better  on 
their  College  Boards.  The  scholarship, 
amounting  to  $875  each  year,  is 
annually  renewable  provided  the  stu¬ 
dent  maintains  a  3.5  scholastic  index. 
This  aid  is  in  addition  to  scholarships 
which  the  College  awards  to  qualified 
students  who  have  financial  need. 

Also,  the  College  hopes  to  freeze 
tuition  and  other  student  fees  by 
bringing  enrollment  back  up  to  1475, 
the  level  at  which  it  was  three  years 
ago.  Present  enrollment  is  under 
1200.  To  do  so,  the  College  must 
involve  current  students,  faculty, 
members  of  the  C.PP.S.  community 
and  alumni  in  a  massive  effort  to 
refer  more  students  to  Saint  Joseph's. 

The  proposed  alumni  effort  cen¬ 
ters  upon  a  new  program  known  as 
the  Dean's  Alliance.  The  idea  for  the 
program  grew  out  of  a  series  of 
meetings  with  alumni  leaders  and  the 
College's  staff.  Essentially,  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  an  "alliance  of  those  alum¬ 
ni  who  recruit  students  and  those 
alumni  to  help  keep  student  fees 
down  through  contributions  to  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  Fund.  The  pro¬ 
posal  for  the  Dean's  Alliance  goes 
before  the  Alumni  Board  for  a  vote 
next  month. 

Meanwhile,  alumni  are  asked  to 
talk  about  the  College  to  any  pro¬ 
spective  college  students  they  know. 
Prospective  students  should  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  knowing  that  Saint  Joseph's 
offers  unique  programs  in  the  area 
of  general  education  courses,  notably 
the  Core  Curriculum.  And  more  than 
45  per  cent  of  SJC's  freshmen  and 
sophomores  ore  taught  by  Ph.D.'s, 


not  by  graduate  assistants  as  is  the 
case  at  most  large  universities.  And 
the  faculty  members  ore  accessible 
to  the  students.  Even  the  president 
and  the  dean  of  the  College  live  in 
student  dorms  as  counselors.  If  you 
would  like  to  be  better  informed 
when  talking  to  prospective  students, 
please  write  either  the  alumni  or 
admissions  office  and  more  informa¬ 
tion  will  be  mailed  to  you.

Dienhart  To  Join  Sports  Hall  Of  Fame; 
Reunion  Dinner  Slated  For  January  29 


Joseph  Dienhart,  the  most  success¬ 
ful  football-basketball-baseball  coach 

in  Saint  Joseph's  history,  has  been 
unanimously  elected  to  the  SJC  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame. 

The  Alumni  Association's  Board  of 
Directors  also  named  Dienhart  an 
honorary  alumnus  during  their  July 
10  meeting,  and  made  plans  for  a 
dinner  next  winter  during  which  he 
will  receive  his  honorary  alumnus 
citation  and  be  inducted  into  the 
Hall  of  Fame. 

Dienhart  becomes  the  29th  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  SJC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame, 
which  was  begun  in  October,  1969, 
and  includes  such  former  Puma  ath¬ 
letic  greats  as  Gil  Hodges,  manager 
of  the  New  York  Mets.  Dienhart,  the 
only  candidate  inducted  for  1971-72, 
received  more  than  three  times  the 
votes  of  any  other  candidate. 

His  1938  42  Saint  Joe  football 
teams  compiled  a  25-9-4  cumulative 
record,  the  best  winning  percentage 
of  any  football  coach  in  SJC  history. 


His  1941-42  teams  posted  the  lost 
undefeated  seasons  in  Saint  Joe  rec¬ 
ords,  8-0-1  the  first  year  and  7  0-1 
the  second.  His  football  teams  won 
21  consecutive  games,  a  record  for 
Indiana  football  surpassed  only  by 
Knute  Rockne's  Notre  Dame  teams. 

His  basketball  teams  were  58-46 
during  1938-43,  including  a  16-7 
mark  in  1939-40  that  stood  as  the 
winningest  season  in  SJC  history  un¬ 
til  the  1969-70  team  won  21  and 
lost  6.  His  baseball  teams  won  con¬ 
secutive  Midlands  Conference  cham¬ 
pionships  in  1942-43. 

Earlier  this  year,  he  was  named  to 
the  Indiana  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame. 
He  left  Saint  Joseph's  for  Purdue 
University  during  World  War  II  when 
Saint  Joseph's  was  forced  to  reduce 
its  athletic  and  academic  programs. 
He  wos  assistant  athletic  director  at 
Purdue  since  1  947  and  athletic  ticket 
manager  since  1960. 

He  announced  his  pending  retire¬ 
ment  from  Purdue  earlier  this  year 


and  in  May  sought  and  won  the  Re¬ 
publican  nomination  for  mayor  of 
West  Lafayette,  Indiana. 

During  a  recent  visit  to  the  Col¬ 
legeville  campus,  Dienhart  said  he 
would  someday  like  to  have  a  reunion 
with  all  of  his  former  football,  bas¬ 
ketball  and  baseball  players  at  Saint 
Joseph's.  The  Alumni  Association 
hopes  to  make  that  wish  come  true 
by  inviting  all  Dienhart's  former  ath¬ 
letes  to  his  testimonial  dinner  next 
January  29.  See  the  reservation  form

The  new  Trustees  Scholar¬ 
ship  Program  guarantees  a 
half-tuition  scholarship  ($875) 
to  any  high  school  senior  who 
graduates  in  the  top  10%  of 
his  class  and  scores  better 
than  1200  on  his  College 
Boards.
